CREMATION., 


Tho cremation movement lias not 


ended yet in Europe. A petition has 
tbeen very numerously signed in the 
principal cities of Germany for the 
enactment of a law permitting the in- 
cineration of dead bodies, and it is 
to be presented to the roichstag at the 
present session. The agitation takes 
a new turn in view of the late discov- 
ery in Germany of an acid which sol- 
idifies ashos to the hardness of mar- 
ble. 
It is proposed, when crema- 


tion has been fully legalized, to con- 
vert the nslips of tho dead into busts 
and other memorials. A widow, for 
instance, might have her husband 
worked over into several cameo por- 
traits, which could be distributed 
among her friends and relatives. 
Or 


a doting parent, with a large number 
of small boys, might, in dying, pro- 
vide in his will to have his mortal 
remains made into playing marbles 
for his sons' amusement. Some men 
are large enough to furnish the mar- 
ble for veneering a whole house, per- 
liaps, and thus he who carried a 
swell front all his life might make an 
«legant "swell-frout" after 
death. 


None need be compelled to "sleep in 
dull, coM tnarble," for under this 
utilitarian system we could all serve 
bright and cheerful purposes. We 
predict that this discovory will rnp- 
idly advance the cause of cremation, 
and that "every man his own tomb- 
stone" will soon be the cry in Ger- 
many. 


REPEAL OF THE SPECIE RESUMPTION 


LAW.—A petition is circulating in 
the Atlantic States praying a repeal 
of the Specie Resumption Law, es- 
tablishing the time for the year 1879. 
For reasons it sets out as follows: 


First. That so much of the act of 


January 14, 1875, as requires a re- 
turn to specie payments be uncondi- 
tionally repealed. 


Second. 
That all national bank 
notes be permanently retired from 
circulation and national legal-tender 
treasury notes be issued from the 
treasury of the United States in their 
steads. 


Thir.1. That the national bonded 


debt, or at least a large portion of the 
«am a be refunded into bonds bear- 
ing a low rate of interest, not to ex- 
ceed 3 65 per cent, per annum, inter- 
convertablo with national legal ten- 
der p iper money at the pleasure of 
4he holder. 


Fourth. That the national legal- 


iender currency bo made receivable 
for all custom duties. And to this 
end your petitioners will ever pray. 


SHERMAN'S REPORT.—Gen. Sher- 


man's report shows that the liberal- 
ities of the country are not in any im- 
mediate peril through an excessive 
standing army. 
Thirty 
thousand 


men will cover the entire forces of 
the country, at present enrolled. It 
is shown that this limited body is 
very abundantly occupied preserving 
peace on the frontiers, and that they 
are fully capable of maintaining it, 
if the control of Indian supplies is 
put into the hands of the army in- 
stead of thieving 
commissioners. 


'The General further 
recommends 


that tho troups be stationed among 
the Indians to preserve peace instead 
of on tho confines of their reservation 
.as at present. 


BANK OP CALIFORNIA.—The reserve 


in process of accumulation by the 
Bank of California for the payment 
of the first installment of notes given 
to depositors will be released in a 
few weeks. The bank it will be re- 
membered, owed its depositors about 
.$9,000,000 on the resumption of bus- 
iness, for which notes -were given 
payable in three six and nine months. 
The affairs of the bank have pro- 
gressed very smoothly since the re- 
sumption. 


CHINA CASES.—The U. S. Supreme 


Court has appointed, the llth of Jan- 
uary for bearing argument upon the 
celebrated Chinese case coming up 
from California, and involving the 


• question whether a State can lawful- 
ly exclude immigrants on the ground 
of previous immorality, not amount- 
ing to felony. The denial of this 
right in based, by the court from 
which the case is appealed, upon the 
^application of the Fourteenth Amend- 
uneot.

repeated on tho streets of Virginia 
City: 


Colonel Fair owns a \uluublo cow 


which provides his family with an 
abundant supply of thomuch-desirecl 
and seldom obtained pure, rice, lac- 
teal fluid.

A case in which the gross careless- 


ness of some of the employess of the 
Central Paeiflo Bailroad is alleged 
has been instituted in the Third Dis- 
trict Court of San Francisco. Tho 
complaint is made by Agnos. C. Dun- 
can, administratrix, against the rail- 
way company, and the plaintiff al- 
leges Ihut on the 21st of May. 1874, 
Lila Duncan purchased a ticket at 
Omaha for passage over the Union 
Pa"iiio Kailroud to San Francisco. 
At Ogden the car in which Lilft and 
others were in was detached from 
tho rest of the train and switched off 
on a side track, and the doors of said 
car were locked and fastened, and 
Lila and the passengers with her 
wtro forced to remain in the car 
without food, wateu or sleeping ac- 
commodation during the night.
